Mattapoisett Firefighters Climb for MS

On any given day, firefighters may be faced 
with life or death situations. They may find themselves 
in environments that demand everything their bodies, 
minds, and souls can give. The importance of having 
bodies that can handle the physicality of being firefighters 
can't be understated. 

Pulling hoses, running towards an emergency, 
carrying heavy equipment or, at times, another human 
being, and of course, climbing ladders are all part and 
parcel of being an effective firefighter. And climbing is 
indeed what four Mattapoisett firefighters accomplished 
on a monumental scale in Boston on March 5. 

Lieutenant Justin Dubois and firefighters Justin 
Blue, Silas Costa, and probationary firefighter William 
Olivier participated in the 7th Annual Multiple Sclerosis 
Society's Climb to the Top at the former Hancock Tower 
now known as the 200 Clarendon Tower. 

The annual challenge gives individuals, as well 
as organizations and more specifically, fire departments 
from throughout the state, a chance to demonstrate their 
strength and stamina while helping to fund the work of 
the society 

This year, approximately 700 very determined 
people scaled the 61 stories of the tower starting in the 
basement and ascending skyward 1,200 steps to the top. 

For those who participate as fire department 
teams, special criteria mandates the donning of full turn- 
out gear and air tanks and personal equipment that can 
weigh as much as 80 pounds. 

"Some teams train all year," said Dubois about 
preparation for the event. Considering there aren't any 
tall buildings in the local area, Mattapoisett' s team keeps 
fit by running and working out at gyms. "With this career.

you've got to be physically fit." 

Dubois explained that people in Mattapoisett 
probably do not realize that members of the local 
department could be deployed to help in other 
communities to provide mutual aid.

State Seeks Archeology Survey of Solar Site 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

In a letter dated March 1, Brona Simon of the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission requested that the 
Executive Office of Energy and Environmental Affairs 
order an archeological survey of the 620 Boston Road 
property before ground is broken to construct a large- 
scale solar farm. 

The letter asserts that the area is an 
archeologically-sensitive area rich in history and likely 
riddled with artifacts and unmarked graves. 

The area was once home to the town's earliest 
meeting house, and an ancient native trail once ran 
north and south through that part of Rochester, largely

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following current day Dexter Lane to the east of the 
project site. 

The site was also once known as the "Bowen 
Site," a recorded ancient Native American site interpreted 
to be a large village. Boundaries and the locations of what 
the letter refers to as "important archeological features 
and deposits" have not been established. 

The site lies within the town center, a recorded 
listing of the State Register of Historic Places, and, 
as Simon states in the letter, has previously been 
recommended for listing in the National Register of 
Historic Places. 

"Construction of the project as proposed would 
adversely affect any important archeological deposits 
and features located in the project area, and could impact 
unmarked graves," the letter reads. "The goal of the 
archeological survey is to locate, identify, and evaluate 
any significant historic . . . resources and any unmarked 
graves that may be affected by the project." 

The purpose of the survey is "to provide 
sufficient information to consider feasible alternatives to 
avoid or mitigate and adverse effects to important historic 
and archeological [artifacts] in the project impact areas." 

Copies of the letter were sent to the Rochester 
Board of Selectmen, as well as NextSun Energy, National 
Heritage & Endangered Species Program, Wampanoag 
Tribe, and the Rochester Planning Board, Historical 
Commission, and Historic District Commission.

The FinCom proposed an ORR budget 
stabilization fund to alleviate any future spikes in the 
town's assessment. This fund would require Town 
Meeting approval. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for March 21 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 


Mattapoisett ConCom Strives For Consistency 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

With a word of warning to all in attendance at 
the March 14 meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission, acting Chairman Peter Newton said 
that due to the absence of Chairman Bob Rogers, 
Environmental Agent Liz Leidhold, and Secretary Teresa 
Austin, some hearings might have to be continued. He 
asked for everyone's understanding and patience as the 
meeting got underway. 

During the hearing of Lucas Grant's Notice of 
Intent filing, it became apparent that the applicant and his 
engineer, Michael Koska, would have to return. 

Grant is proposing to construct an elevated 
residence in a VE19 flood zone on Dupont Drive. Koska's 
drawings and his narrative detailed the scope of work 
to take place and why the majority of the parcel was 
not jurisdictional. Koska has performed calculations 
that demonstrated for the commissioners why the home 
would be at a specific elevation versus one higher. 

Newton questioned the calculations and noted he 
didn't want Grant to have to build a house higher than 
necessary. 

An error on the drawings caused Newton 
to request a new set for the record. There ensued a 
discussion between the other commissioners and Newton 
as to whether or not they could simply vote on the 
application now and let Koska submit updated plans in 
the following days. 

"We've gotten burned before," Newton said. He 
explained that in the past, the commission had allowed 
after-the-fact filings of updated drawings, but that created 
an administrative nightmare for the office staff including 
documents that were never received. 

Commission member Michael King felt they 
could make a decision and wait for the updated drawings, 
but Newton wasn't comfortable with that. He also noted 
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that the lack of a file number from the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection meant the 
hearing had to be continued. 

Grant requested and received a continuation until 
March 28. 

Later in the evening, this decision would become 
the focal point for a less harmonious continuation. 

Engineer David Davignon presented a NOI filing 
on behalf of Fred Schernecker, 1 Goodspeed Island, for the 
construction of a new private roadway. Davignon gave 
an in-depth historical review of the property from when 
the lots were first approved at town meeting until current 
sales and home constructions. 

Davignon explained that the current owners of 
the property, Anthony Campbell and Nor ah Cross, had 
joined two lots years ago and had recently sought to 
have the lot lines re-established allowing the return of 
individual parcels - a bid that had been denied by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals based on the lack of frontage for 
the undeveloped section. 

Schernecker' s engineers and architects had gone 
back to the drawing board and designed an "elaborate" 
private roadway, Davignon said, that would provide the 
necessary frontage. 

He said that if the Planning Board accepted 
the latest concept, then Schernecker would be closer to 
getting the lot restored. Davignon said the applicant had a 
hearing scheduled with the Planning Board on March 21, 
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but needed the Conservation Commission's green light 
before the plans could go any further. 

Although the roadway plan itself wasn't a 
problem, in the purview of the commissioners, the plan 
submitted contained too many details. 

Newton said that anyone looking at the submitted 
plans would think that the ConCom had approved not 
just the roadway, but everything including the proposed 
new home and various landscaping features. 

Davignon thought that anyone looking at 
the filing simply needed to read the documents for 
clarification of what had been reviewed on this night. 

"I'd love to have a handle on the BVW . . . make 
sure the delineations are valid," Newton said. He said he 
wanted input from Rogers and Leidhold. 

Davignon dug through his documents to find an 
earlier order of conditions the commission had approved 
for a Request for Determination of Applicability the 
site had received - those conditions he said showed the 
delineations now in question. However, he did not have 
that document with him. 

"With all due respect, this is kind of important 
enough to continue the hearing," Newton concluded. 

Davignon countered, offering to fetch the missing 
paperwork if the commission was willing to give him a 
brief adjournment. Newton said the plan also needed to 
be modified. 

That took the hearing back to Newton's earlier 
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statement - if new plans were requested, a continuation 
was necessary. 

"I'm giving you my word on camera," Davignon 
said when Newton refused to accept an after-the-fact 
filing of new plans. 

"If we do it for you, what about someone else?" 
Newton pleaded. 

Commission member Mike Dubuc told Newton, 
"I think you have to be consistent." 

"Yeah, it wouldn't be fair to everyone else," 
Newton said. 

Davignon' s disappointment was evident as he 
said, "I reluctantly request a continuation." The hearing 
will be reopened on March 28. 

In other business, negative determinations were 
issued to several RDAs. Those applicants were Earl 
Miranda, 11 Meadowbrook Lane, for the construction of 
decks and placement of a shed; Kaitlin Keegan, 41 Aucoot 
Road, for tree removal; and David Daniels, 115 Acushnet 
Road, for the construction of a new septic system. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for March 28 at 
6:30 pm in the Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room. 

Angry Abutters Out In Force 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

It didn't take long for tempers to flair as abutters 
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packed in Rochester's Town Hall on March 10 for the 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals meeting began to 
speak out against their neighbor's application for a 
variance. 

Robert Fiano, 397 North Avenue, applied for a 
zoning variance in order to construct a 28- by 33-foot 
garage and a 27- by 36-foot deck, and to install a 14- by 
28-foot shed on his Old Orchard Estates property that, as 
planned, would require a variance of the 40-foot setback 
mandated in bylaws. 

Before the public could have their say. Chairman 
Richard Cutler made sure that the large number of 
attendees understood the process and the procedure. 

As for the variance process. Cutler said the 
applicant had to satisfy one or more of the following 
criteria: 1) there are unique circumstances relating to the 
shape, topography or soil conditions of the land; 2) literal 
enforcement of the bylaws would involve substantial 
hardship, financial or otherwise to the petitioner; and 
3) the desired relief may be granted without substantial 
detriment to the public good. 

As for the meeting procedure. Cutler explained 
that all questions and comments given during the public 
participation portion of the hearing were to be directed 
through the chairman and not directly to the applicant. 

Fiano' s representative Ian Souza provided a 
drawing that showed the position of the proposed new 
structures and asked for relief of the 40-foot setbacks by 
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50 percent or more. 

ZBA member Kirby Gilmore started the 
questioning by asking Fiano if he knew what size lot he 
had purchased in July 2015. Fiano said he was sure it must 
have been listed on paperwork but couldn't really tell due 
to the number of trees on the property at that time. The lot 
is .758 acres. 

Gilmore then addressed what the decrease in 
setbacks would mean in terms of the adjacent neighbors' 
lot lines, saying, "The distance from the neighbors' 
property line is from here to that wall." He was pointing 
to the wall opposite his seat in the meeting room. 

Gilmore continued, "The deck is 1,000 square 
feet, it's almost as big as your house . . . You're asking for 
18 feet to the neighbor's property line...." Fiano said he 
had erected a privacy fence, believing that would give his 
neighbors relief. They didn't see it that way. 

Abutter Ann Guinen was the first to speak when 
Cutler opened the floor to the public. 

Guinen read from a prepared speech beginning 
with the fact that the applicant had incorrectly noted 
the size of the garage, and on the basis of that alone, the 
application should not be granted. Fiano acknowledged 
that was an error. But as Guinen continued, it became 
apparent there were other issues she wanted to air. 

She said that having Fiano' s garage so close to her 
property line would reduce her property's value. Guinen 
also took exception to Fiano parking large tow trucks 
and other heavy equipment along Neck Road, especially 
during the winter months. Fiano countered that it was 
not against the law and that all the vehicles were properly 
registered. 

Guinen continued in this vein complaining about 
the possibility that Fiano was running a business out of 
his home. That's when Cutler spoke up saying, "This is 
not relevant." He told her that the board could only hear 
comments germane to the variance application. He asked, 
"Have you complained about this to anyone?" She said 
that she had, as several other abutters added to that rising 
chorus. Cutler cut them off. He said everyone would have 
a turn to speak but only on the matter of the variance. 

One after the other, direct abutters and those 
living within 300 feet of the applicant told the board 
members that if Fiano' s variance was granted, their 
quality of life and property values would decrease. 

"This may cause a precedent," resident John 
Duryea said. "What will stop someone from trying this in 
the future?" 

Others said they had come before the ZBA in 
previous years seeking variances and none were granted. 
Cutler said that wasn't relevant to this hearing and that 
precedents are not set simply because an applicant is 
granted a variance. 

ZBA member Richard Spirlet, who had recused 
himself and now stood as one of the many abutters in the 
audience said, "I don't believe the three items have been 
met."

And still, more residents added to the outcry 
wanting to be heard. Several told the board that they have 
had to live by the rules - the same rules Fiano was asking 
to be modified for his benefit. Cutler said, "We have to 
focus on what we have before us tonight." 

In the end, the majority of the board members 
agreed with the abutters - the qualifying items had been 
tested. Fiano's testimony had not provided sufficient 
justification to approve a variance. Cutlet said, "There 
will be a determinant to the public." The application was 
denied. 

Before leaving the meeting, Fiano asked the 
board if he moved the location of the buildings so that 
the 40-foot set backs were not breached would they have 
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allowed his application. Cutler said yes, if it met other 
requirements. 

A much more amicable hearing took place earlier 
in the evening when Pam and Oren Robinson, owners of 
It's All About The Animals, Inc., received a modification 
to their special permit that allows them to operate an 
animal rescue and adoption service at 103 Marion Road. 

The only push back they received was when 
Gilmore questioned if the special permit stayed with the 
property or ended if the current property owners sold to 
another party. 

Cutler said that the special permit was for the 
property and that new owners would have the rights 
allowed therein. 
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This troubled Gilmore as he said, "The current 
owners are very dedicated, but what if someone else who 
isn't so careful came in? We'd have a problem." 

Cutler said, "We wouldn't have a problem; the 
Board of Health or someone else would." 

The current special permit allows the Robinsons 
to have up to 50 cats on the premises and three occasional 
dogs. 

Pam Robinson said that over the past year her 
service has adopted out 400 cats, provided low-income 
families with spay and neuter services, has provided 
education to the Girl Scouts and local schools, as well as 
produced educational materials. She said, "We welcome 
anyone who wants to come and see our operation." 

The modification will allow for the expansion of 
one outbuilding to accommodate a washing machine and 
dryer used for laundering bedding for the animals. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals will be held on March 24 at 7:00 pm in the 
Rochester Town Hall meeting room if there are hearings. 

Town Resolves Backstop Issue with Tabor 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The unpermitted backstop that contributed to a 
several years-long legal battle between the Marion Zoning 
Board of Appeals and Tabor Academy is allowed to 
remain now that the ZBA has granted Tabor the variance 
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it requested. 

On March 10, with a unanimous vote, the board 
let bygones be bygones and allowed the controversial 
backstop to stay weeks after Tabor Head of School John 
Quirk withdrew the school's contentious special permit 
request and refiled for a variance to modify the backstop 
for safety 

During the February 11 meeting. Quirk presented 
the proposed safety changes to keep flyaway balls from 
exiting into the street and neighboring properties, which 
include raising the 18.5-foot tall structure by 4 feet and 
extending the overhang forward another 4 feet. 

"I think from what we've heard otherwise, the 
relationship with Tabor has improved significantly which 
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I think is an important element/' said ZB A Chairman Eric 
Pierce. "I'm leaning towards allowing [this] based on the 
improvement of safety, and it is a unique situation because 
of the shape and the placement." 

Pierce included reasons for his approval, such as 
the financial impact removing the backstop would have 
on the school, the unique topography of the land, and the 
alleviation of the safety concerns. 

Also during the meeting, an abutting business 
owner and some residents whose properties abut an 
architectural firm at 313 Marion Road voiced their 
concerns about the firm's request to expand their offices 
into the second floor in what they considered to be an 
uncomfortable forum for neighbors to air their concerns. 

Peter and Elizabeth Turowski were requesting 
that the board overturn a prior special permit condition of 
previous owners of the building to allow an expansion of 
their offices into the second floor and also add a rooftop 
deck. 

One prior special permit mandated that the 
second story be used only for storage, and a following one 
for a subsequent owner required that the second floor be 
restricted to an owner-occupied apartment. The Turowskis 
would now like to use it as professional office space. 

Owner of a neighboring liquor store, Mark Riley, 
complained of ongoing parking issues he says he has had 
with the Turowskis' business. He claimed the Turowskis' 
employees will sometimes park in his business' parking 
lot and that there is not enough parking to accommodate 
an expanding building. Riley said he has often spoken 
with the Turowskis about moving cars off his lot. 

"It is clear that the business has outgrown its 
space and needs to look [elsewhere]," read a letter 
submitted by Riley. 

Mr. Turowski denied having had any interaction 
with Riley and said this was the first he had heard of the 
matter. 

"That's just an all-out lie," Mr. Turowski stated. 
"I've never had him come over, not to my awareness." 

ZBA member Betsy Dunn commented that there 
are always cars double-parked in the Turowskis' lot 
whenever she passes by. 
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A gentleman in the audience then approached the 
board and identified himself as the alleged "liar," Riley. 

"I really don't like this process because it pits 
neighbors against neighbors," said Riley The Turowskis 
are "fantastic neighbors," he stated, "But to allow them 
to go outside their bounds right now . . . the area just can't 
handle it." 

Mr. Turowski took offense and responded with 
his own accusations, such as having to often pick up 
liquor bottles and cigarette butts thrown by Riley's 
customers onto his property. 

"It's an issue for me, but I don't want to make it 
an issue," said Mr. Turowski. 

Riley threw his hands in the air. 
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I Have your mechanic call us for parts, I 
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and right to his door! 
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"That's what I don't like about this process," said 
Riley to the board members, and he sat down. 

Bill Washburn and brother Warren spoke on 
behalf of their elderly mother who resides next door. 

"I'm sorry," said Bill Washburn, "I'm totally 
against it." And if they have to challenge it legally, he 
said, then they will go that route if necessary. 

Pierce said, "I think we've heard from all sides." 
The board closed the public hearing to take it under 
advisement and then discussed the matter towards the 
end of the meeting. 

"I gotta say, I kind of agree with the Washburns," 
said Dunn. "I mean, they're building out to the absolute 
edge." She continued, "I find this a very very difficult one 
because, when I read it (the application), I was adamant 
not to do offices on the second floor." 

Building Commissioner Scott Shippey said the 
Turowskis' ten parking spaces satisfy the bylaw's required 
nine for the square-footage of the building. 

In other matters, the board took the special 
permit request of Jacqueline Gaffey, 20 Old Indian Trail, 
to raze an existing house and construct a new one with a 
height of 28 feet, keeping with the same footprint. Since 
the last meeting, Gaffey's representative Dana Nilson 
said he addressed neighbors' concerns about stormwater 
runoff by installing a stormwater infiltration and catch 
system. Neighbors still questioned the functioning of the 
property's septic system and decided to take that issue up

with the Board of Health. 

The board also took under advisement the 
special permit request by Garret Bradley of 8 Park Street. 
Neighbors who opposed his plan to demolish an existing 
garage and rebuild it to include an in-law suite have since 
withdrawn negative sentiments after Bradley changed 
the plan to build an addition attached to the house via a 
breezeway instead of an accessory structure closer to the 
property lines. 

"I actually like this better," said Bradley. "It's 
what we wanted. I actually think it looks better." 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for April 14 at 7:30 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 
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Damaged Trails Slated for Repairs 

Rochester Conservation Commission

A hiking trail at the Rounseville II Preserve 
located off Mary's Pond Road that was damaged by illegal 
ATV use will be enhanced with a series of bog bridges that 
will stretch across some of the affected areas, making them 
passable again by foot. 

Eric Boyer of the Wildlands Trust, Inc., custodians 
of the preserve, told the Rochester Conservation 
Commission on March 15 that even though there were 
always some damp areas scattered throughout the trail 
areas, at one point it was at least possible to "hop island to 
island" to traverse the trail through muddy sections. But 
now, ATV wheels have exacerbated those areas and water 
has begun to pool. 

"The ground is all ripped up . . . maybe a couple 
inches deep and water is collecting in there," said Boyer. 
"I'm looking to remedy that." 

The Wildlands Trust filed a Request for 
Determination of Applicability with the Conservation 
Commission to install a series of simple foot bridges called 
bog bridges that are constructed of wooden planks. 

Each bridge will consist of 4 inch x 4 inch x 8 foot 
legs and a 2 inch x 8 inch x 8 foot top. One section will 
have two such bog bridges attached side by side for wider 
access. The damaged stretch where the bog bridges will be 
placed is an un-continuous 150-foot section. All materials 
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Neil L. Oliveira DMD 
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New Bedford Mattapoisett 
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will be hand-carried in. 

"They can easily be adjusted or moved," said 
Boyer. "It's not like a boardwalk." 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said it would 
do more harm to leave the land as it is and allow people 
to continue to walk through the muddy areas, worsening 
it further over time. 

The commission issued a Negative determination, 
meaning the project will not adversely affect the resource 
area and no Notice of Intent is required. 

Farinon said illegal ATV use on Rochester trails 
is an ongoing problem, especially at the Doggett's Brook 
property She said ATV use on protected lands is a 
regional problem, as well as a local one. 

Also during the meeting, the commission granted 
a Negative determination for Clean Energy Collective's 
RDA for the trimming of tree branches and the removal of 
some trees along Perry's Lane as the project to construct a 
solar farm on adjacent land in the Town of Marion begins. 

The Fire Department requested enhancing the 
access road for emergency vehicles and Tree Warden 
Jeffrey Eldrige pre-marked the limbs and trees to be 
removed. 

The commission's only concern was swift 
removal of any cut trees and limbs, placing a condition 
that none of the materials will be stored or thrown into 
the surrounding wetlands. 

Before adjourning, the commission addressed 
some concerns over a recently constructed boat ramp 
access enhancement, which was also intended for erosion 
control, a project of a local Eagle Scout. Some residents 
have complained about the aesthetics of the paved way 
that slopes to Mary's Pond for handicap accessibility to 
the water and boat launching. 

Farinon told the commission that the work done 
was the plan that the commission approved, but the site 
will be monitored for erosion and possibly enhanced. 

"It's a subjective thing," said Farinon. "Some 
people look at bank stabilization projects and don't like 
them because it doesn't look as natural." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for April 5 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Breakaway Walls Questioned 

Marion Conservation Commission

During a Notice of Intent hearing at the March 
9 meeting of the Marion Conservation Commission, 
commission member Jeffrey Doubrava questioned Brian 
Grady of G.A.F. Engineering, Inc. on how effective 
breakaway walls would be if used on new construction 
proposed at 20 Front Street. 

The applicant, Ann Severance, is planning to 
raze the existing home and build a new house on the site.

new structure with breakaway walls around the slab on 
the seaward side, Grady explained. 

However, Doubrava thought the property 
fell under coastal zone A, not AE as shown by Grady 
Furthermore, Doubrava wondered why breakaway walls 
were only planned for the seaward side of the building. 

This prompted Doubrava to question whether the 
breakaway walls would be functional. 

"It appears the walls wouldn't work as they 
should," Doubrava said. He felt that the breakaway walls 
would simply float the crawl space and leave the house to 
possibly "explode" during a storm event. 

Commission member Steve Gonsalves thought 
otherwise, saying, "I'm sure the architect has worked 
with the codes." Grady acknowledged that to be the case. 

Gonsalves hinted that the Conservation 
Commission shouldn't be pondering building codes. 
Doubrava said, "We have a separate obligation to make 
sure it is designed properly." Chairman Norm Hills 
agreed with him. 

On another matter related to the application, 
Doubrava asked if wetlands delineations had been 
updated. Grady said that those had been done three or 
four years ago. Doubrava asked, "Why would you do a 
NOI and not do a wetlands delineation?" 

"In my opinion, the existing flags looked 
reasonable," said Grady. 

There was little discussion during their ruling 
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on the application as the commission agreed to issue an 
Order of Conditions that included protection of wildlife 
habitat, placement of boulders along a 'no touch zone/ 
and delineation of wetlands. 

Michael Campagnone of CLE Engineering 
represented his clients Greg and Nancy Johnson, 406 Point 
Road, in their Request for Determination of Applicability 
for the installation of a new septic system. 

Campagnone said the home would have a 
system capable of handling four bedrooms and that two 
Board of Health variances would be needed given the 
groundwater separation issues and position of the new 
system. Campagnone also said the new system would 
meet the requirements of the Massachusetts Department 
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of Environmental Protection. 

The commission gave a Negative 3 ruling to the 
applicants. 

A continuation was ordered for a RDA requested 
by Nicholas Mitcheson of 18 Wilson Road. Mitcheson 
plans to build an 18- by 26-foot addition with two floors 
of living space. 

The property is located in an AE flood zone. 

Hill noted, causing him to question the proposed height 
evaluation of the addition as well as the size. 

Mitcheson said he had been told that, as long 
as the project stayed below 50 percent of the assessed 
value of the home, newer height evaluations for flood 
zone buildings were not applicable. Hills was unsure and 
requested that the applicant return with more conclusive 
documentation including the assessed value of the 
property. The hearing is continued until the next meeting. 

In other business, the commission offered their 
comments to the open space survey drafted by the Master 
Plan Parks, Recreation, and Open Space Subcommittee. 
Hills said the plan did not address jurisdictional areas and 
also needed language to address invasive plant species 
that thickly cover much of Marion's current open spaces. 
The commission members also felt the draft was too long. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conversation 
Commission is scheduled for March 23 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House.

The school district, since starting the program 
back in 2010, has relied on the revenue of the school 
choice program to round out the budget, with school 
choice providing $5,000 in reimbursement for each 
student participating. That amount, however, has some 
wondering if the sum received is worth the actual cost of 
educating a child in the district. 

This year, 70 of the high school's 763 students are 
school choice students. If none of the outgoing seniors this 
year are replaced, said Superintendent Doug White, there 
will be a $90,000 shortfall for the FY2018 budget. 

The strategy was to gradually pare down the 
number of school choice students in order to keep class 
sizes from growing too large and to restrict the district's 
reliance on the reimbursement to fund its annual budget. 

"Is there a plan beyond this over time to 
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67 County Rd, Rte. 6, Mattapoisett 

[completely] phase out school choice, or is this the start of 
that?" asked School Committee member Tina Rood. 

School Committee member Cindy Johnson 
wanted to state, for the record, that she viewed school 
choice as having value beyond just the financial. 

"I believe the students that we accept enrich 
our student population and I would oppose, adamantly 
oppose, cutting back or eliminating school choice," said 
Johnson. "Not because it negatively impacts the budget, 
but because [eliminating it] negatively impacts the 
experience that our students have in this extraordinary 
school system." 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee Chairman 
Patricia Donohue told the committee and school 
administration that with school choice comes financial 
consequences, "And they aren't pretty," she said. 

"I'm very troubled by what I see with school 
choice," she said in reference to the $5,000 reimbursement, 
the same amount instituted back when the program was 
formed in 1991. "When I look at what we're paying for 
our students, it's close to $15,000 per student. We get five 
[thousand] back." 

In the meantime, she pointed out, the ratio of 
students to teach rises as budgets become ever tighter. 

"We're really in a shortfall position, and I don't 
know that increasing the number of students for a very 
small amount of money, in my view, is the right answer," 
said Donohue. "And if you do it, I think sooner or later 
you have to wean off because it's not going to change and 
the shortfall isn't going to get any better. It's going to get 
even worse." 

During deliberations before the final vote, some 
committee members agreed that school choice would 
better serve the district if it were viewed as more of a 
choice, rather than a necessity. Tina Rood recommended

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using it as a tool to keep student population at an optimal 
level rather than a tool to round out the budget. 

"Because it's one thing when it's a choice for us," 
Rood said. "It's another thing when that power is being 
taken away from us by the budget." 

Before a motion and subsequent vote. Chairman 
Paul Goulet said, "It's hard not knowing what lies ahead. 
I think we're all stuck in this position of what we want to 
do and what we can do and not knowing. . ." 

"I'll say it again," said Johnson. "I think school 
choice is a value-added program. I am opposed to 
weaning..." 

At that, Johnson moved for the 15 slots and the 
vote was unanimous. 
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Also during the meeting, current reigning Miss 
South Coast Jillian Zucco was granted her request for a 
waiver of the facility use fee of the high school auditorium 
in order to host a fundraising event to benefit Boston 
Children's Hospital. 

The event, she said, is a for-fun only pageant just 
for girls with special needs, although boys, she added, 
were also welcome to participate. 

"I want to accommodate all girls of all verbal, 
mental, and physical ability levels, and I want to focus on 
ability and empowerment," said Zucco. 

She said she needed a venue with complete 
handicap-accessibility, commenting that ORR had 
the most handicap-accessible auditorium, stage, and 
backstage around. 

"I'm so proud of that," she said, as an ORR 
graduate herself. 

Zucco referred to Tabor Academy's recent hosting 
of a Special Olympics sports program and that she'd 
like ORR to bring something similar by supporting this 
pageant. 

"To really embrace our special needs individuals," 
said Zucco. "You know, they exceed our expectations 
every single day, and I would really like for us to have 
something like that." 

The event is being planned for Friday, May 6, in 
the evening.

School Committee Proposes Final Budget 

Mattapoisett School Committee

The Mattapoisett School Committee proposed its 
2017 budget on March 14. The fiscal year 2016 approved 
budget was $6,385,750, and the proposed budget increase 
of $396,485 will set the 2017 proposed budget at $6,782,235. 
The initial budget increase had been $522,374; however, the 
committee was able to pare it down by such methods as 
cutting one kindergarten teacher position. 

"We've studied the numbers of kindergarten 
enrollees and found that only three positions are needed," 
said School Committee member Carter Hunt. 

"On the other hand," said Center School Principal 
Rosemary Bowman, "it looks as if we have a sizeable 
number of first graders and may need an extra teacher 
in that grade level. However," she continued, "it will be 
possible for us to move a teacher already in the school into 
the first grade instead of hiring someone new." 

School Committee member James Muse asked 
from where the proposed first grade teacher would be 
allocated. 

"We would look at the other grades and decide 
which grade would have the smallest classes if we took 
one teacher away," Bowman explained.

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A sticking point for the next school year calendar 
emerged during the academic calendar update for 2017. 

This year, the draft school calendar for 2016/201 7 
again proposes to keep Good Friday as a regular school 
day for a third year in a row. 

"I understand that there were quite a few 
students absent that day/' said School Committee member 
James Higgins as the committee mulled returning the day 
to a day off. "We can't test on that day anyway, because 
the School Board won't allow us to, and with so many 
students absent. ..." 

Hunt offered a different view. "The students can 
take the day as a religious holiday as their prerogative, 
but I don't support taking it off just because we can't test 
that day. There are 179 other days for testing during the 
year." 

Muse added, "I look at it as a day of quality 
learning. Do we take that day off and add another day at 
the end of the year, or do we leave that day?" 

The committee was unable to come up with a 
good solution to the issue and moved on to other topics. 

Lastly, Bowman reported during her Principal's 
Report on the new "Breakfast Program" that began at 
Center School on February 23. After a four-day trial run, 
the breakfast was such a hit that the program became a 
permanent feature effective February 29. The breakfast, 
which offers such healthy options as cereal, smoothies 
and fruit, hosts an average of 34 students per day. 
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The next meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee is scheduled for April 11 at 7:00 pm in the 
Center School cafeteria. 


North Carolina Exchange 

ORR Update

The American Field Service (AFS) club recently 
visited the small town of Lenoir, North Carolina, on a 
domestic exchange program.

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Four Stories

Rashomon (1950). Starring Toshiro Mifune and 
Masayuki Mori. Directed by Akira Kurosawa. Running 
time: 88 minutes. 

During the final reel of Akira Kurosawa's 
masterwork Rashomon , I sat watching the clumsy battle 
without honor, and I became aware of pain, pressure, in 
both my hands. I realized that I'd been clenching my fists. 
What was affecting me? The suspense? No, I'd seen the 
film before and knew how it ended. The excitement of 
the fighting? No, it's ineptly choreographed. Kurosawa 
had gone beyond a base, nervous-system response and 
gotten me tensed up with philosophy. The movie says that 
people are bottomless pits of frailty and will try to cloak it 
with all manners of deception and social programming — 
but that's not all it says. 

As most of the movie-buff world knows, 

Rashomon is an inquiry into truth, using four different, 
contradictory accounts of the same event — the rape of 
a woman (screeching, weeping Machiko Kyo) and the 
subsequent death of her samurai husband (stoic Masayuki 
Mori), possibly at the hands of a wildly boastful bandit 
(Toshiro Mifune, bellowing mad laughter to the gray 
heavens). A woodcutter (saturnine Takashi Shimura) adds 
his account to the mix, relating it first to the authorities 
and later to a couple of men — a priest (Minoru Chiaki) 
and a nihilistic commoner (Kichijiro Ueda) who has a dim 
view of humanity. While rain soaks the barren landscape 
outside, the woodcutter and his new acquaintances chew 
over the "horrible" tale(s). 

Released in 1950 and set in 11th-century Japan, 
Rashomon exists inside casual, contemptuous misogyny 
but then critiques it from within. For most of the movie, 
we're led to believe that the woman is indeed "weak" (as 
the bandit says), that her submission to her attacker brings 
shame upon her and her husband. Most of the conflicting 
accounts, then, bow to certain expectations society has 
of the teller. The bandit insists that he had an honorable 
and skilled fight with the samurai, who held his own for 
a while, but, in the end, of course, the bandit prevailed. 
The woman avoids all responsibility for the events — the 


dagger she held mysteriously ended up in her husband's 
chest after she passed out. The samurai, speaking through 
a medium (a savagely spooky sequence), casts the woman 
in a shameful light, to which he could only respond 
by taking his own life. Finally the woodcutter, who'd 
previously only volunteered the information that he'd 
happened across the samurai's body in the woods, unveils 
his own version, which feels definitive, but we're still not 
sure. 

Kurosawa keeps things tight and intimate — 
much of it is essentially a filmed play — but keeps us off- 
balance with the pacing, which tends towards the glacial 
in any scene involving the woodcutter (whose initial walk 
in the woods seems to go on for minutes on end) but 
picks up and gathers tension when we flash back to the 
murderous dishonor played out amid the trees. Weather 
is also used ironically — the violent events unfold in 
harsh sunlight, while the post-mortem groping for 
truth happens against a backdrop of tears from heaven. 
Remember the "inept" fight choreography I mentioned 
before? The bandit's version of events includes a smooth, 
precise duel between him and the samurai, with many 
clever, almost balletic touches. Kurosawa must've had 
fun staging it. The later fight is closer to grubby reality. 

It's brilliantly and intentionally ineptly choreographed 
— there's no honor in it, no saving face, nothing but 
half-hearted brutality between men who don't actually 
have anything against each other. In Japan, we may not 
be surprised to learn, Rashomon was not terribly well 
received at first. It does nothing less than demolishing 
everything its characters — and some of its audience — 
believed in. 

Kurosawa strips away illusion, like Hickey in 
The Iceman Cometh, but he's not small-souled enough to 
leave us with nothing. Despite the commoner's sneering 
words — everyone's out for himself, nobody is good — 
we see that goodness is indeed possible, and therefore 
hope for truth. Yes, it involves a crying, abandoned baby, 
but it's not there to tug at your heartstrings — it's one 
more bit of evidence that appearances can be deceiving 
and assumptions are a fool's game. Rashomon is a different 
kind of masterpiece from Kurosawa's burly epic The 
Seven Samurai or his lovely, elegiac Ikiru; it's rather shrill 
and harsh, trading on the hysteria of men and women 
confronted with the lies they've been forced to live, the 
stories they need to tell about themselves. It makes us 
think about those things too, and we may find our hands 
making fists as if to ward it off.
